"The purpose for which the new 


county dance hall ordinance was 
adopted will not be accomplished un- 
til the,dance hall inspectors strictly 
enforce its provisions," said District 
Attorney Stanley A. Staidl in an ad- 
dress last night at a meeting of the 
inspectors at Hotel Appleton. Every 
one of the county's 35 registered In- 
spectors was present at the confer- 
ence, which was 
called 
by the 


county board dance license commit- 
tee. 


Mr. Staidl pointed 
out that the 


dance inspectors could 
expect the 


hearty cooperation of the dance li- 
cense committee, the sheriff's 
and 


district attorney's departments. He 
said they should feel free to come to 
his office for advice. The district at- 
torney stated that a recent change 
in the dance ordinance, providing 
for the inspectors to be paid by the 
county clerk rather than 
by the 


dance hall proprietor, was made for 
two reasons. 


"The first reason was so that the 


inspectors would feel absolutely in- 
dependent to enforce the laws," he 
said. "The second was to give the 
committee a means of checking up 
on the inspectors, because under the 
new plan they must file a report on 
each dance before they are paid." 


Receive $5 Nightly 


The inspectors are paid at the rate 


of $5 per night for their services 
Previously they were paid for their 
work by the dance hall owner or 
operator. 
Now the operator must 


file the $5 fee with the county clerk 
at the time he receives his permit to 
stage the dance.

the various provisions of the- dance 
ordinance. He discussed the duties

It is an .unwritten rule that .lie should 
not be a party man. The qualities de- 
sired are rather those of an arbiter. Im- 
partiality is demanded. The president 
is held to be above discussion, and he 
•should, refrain'from giving, public ex- 
pression to personal views that might 
be falsified by facts. 


M. Briand "-is today one of the most 


powerful of international personalities. 
Having, since the war, occupied a dom- 
inant position in the 'councils of Eu- 
rope; his efforts have been, devoted al- 
most entirely to plans for international 
cooperation and to stem the tides.of 
nationalism which constantly tend to 
disturb the peace of the continent. 


Against much opposition' at home 


and abroad he has clung to liis dream 
of a Pan-Europe and now has twenty- 
five nations -considering trade alliances 
and economic cooperation. 


As co-author with Mr. Kellogg of 


the anti-war pact he believes that peace 
can be assured more through material 
and drastic measures than by resolu- 
tion and good wishes.

mindedness will be needed at the com- 
ing disarmament conference- of the 
League • of Nations. It is evident that 
no progress towards reduction in arm- 
ament can be inade' without some con- 
cessions by and . the cooperation -of 
France. 


Briand's defeat-tempted'him to re- 


tire.to private life and may-, have tem- 
porarily lowered his prestige/' But the 
demands of his own countrymen and 
expressions of goodwill from foreign 
chancellories .will doubtless persuade 
him to continue as foreign minister. 


It appears to be better for France 


and may be a blessing to Europe that 
he carry on the good work for inter- 
national cooperation , rather than be- 
come the chief magistrate'of his coun- 
try, so often called "the Prisoner of the 
Elysee." -

770 WERE KILLED 


BY POISON IN 1930 
IN NEW YORK STATE 


Lead Caused More Than 


300 Fatalities, Report In- 
dicates 


New York—(CPA)—A total of 770 
cases of occupational poisoning were 
reported d.uringr 19SO, according to a 
report made public today by the New 
York State Department of Labor. Of 
these, 350 cases were due to lead, 3C 
to benzol. 29 to chromium, 21 to car- 
bon monoxide and 334 from all other 
industrial poisons. 


The report states that while lead, 


benzol, chromium and carbon mo- 
noxide remain the predominant haz- 
ards in New York industries, cases 
of poison from 
fur 
dyeing and 


chrome plating are on the increase. 


Under the New York law workers 


may obtain compensation for 27 dif- 
ferent poisons suffered in the course 
of their work. Last year, however 
compensation was sought in the case 
of only IS. 


The report points out that at the 


present time storage battery plants 
account for a large proportion of lead 
poisoning cases. 


The substitution of benzol and sim- 


ilar chemicals as the basis of lacquer 
thinners has avoided many of 
the 


dangers of lead poisoning in the paint 
industry, it is stated. 


"Workers in hat factories are "com- 


monly in danger of carbon monoxide 
poisoning from the fumes from gas 
appliances often carelessly used in 
the work," the report continues.

all the conditions in each state that 
duly authorized state authorities Im- 
pose upon Intra-state operations on 
its highways... 


"That opportunity should be given 


for rail carriers to engage in such

against other transportation agencies 
in the same field."

metals stretch when heated to high

Then a small 
electric furnace heats the metal to 
the desired temperature.

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Commission, Named By 


County Court, Operates 


Joint Sewer District 


By H. K. Derus 


If the Fox river valley cities, vil- 
lages and towns, between Keenah 
and Kaukauna, finally" decide to or- 
ganize a. metropolitan sewerage dis- 
posal district, as is being contem- 
plated by them and recommended by 
the state board of health, the entire 
government of the distiict would rest 
with a. commission which, in this dis- 
trict, would be appointed by the coun- 
ty couit of Outagamie-co. 


This commission would have the 


power to levy taxes, the same as a 
city council or a. county board, 
against all the propertly in the dis- 
trict. It -would have the power to ac- 
quire sites for and to build and oper- 
ate a. plant or plants; to engage 
workmen and fix their salaries; to 
order improvements to any existing 
sewer systems and to ordeij the con- 
struction of new sewer systems; and 
to take steps to include other munici- 
palities in the district. If the com- 
mission decides such addition is de- 
sirable. 


Taken From I^aw 


These facts were taken from the 


"Wisconsin statutes governing the or- 
ganization and operation of a sewer- 
age- disposal district such as is being 
considered by the Fox River Valley 
Municipalities association. Included 
in this district probably would be 
Keenah, Menasha, Appleton, Little 
Chute, Kimberly, Combined X.ocks, 
Kaukauna and parts of the towns of 
Kaukauna, 
Vandenbroek, 
Grand 


Chute, Buchanan and "Menasha. 


The state law apparently omits all 
agricultural lands In the district from 
taxation, so long as such land Is used 
for farm purposes. As soon as it is 
not used for this purpose It can be 
assessed. 
The law does not Bay 


whether lands in cities, which' are 
used for^farin purposes, are exempt. 
The law also provides that cities or 
villages -within the district must be 
included in their entlretj, but towns 
may be included only in part. 


Fix Jurisdiction 


Communities may organize a met- 


ropolitan district, even though they 
are not all in the same county. The 
law specifies tnat when a district is 
oiganized with groups from one or 
more cbunties, that the county court 
of the county having the lai-ge^t per- 
centage of the assessed valuation of 
the proposed district, shall have jur- 
isdiction. The treasurer of fie city 
or village, having the largest assessed 
valuation in the district, shall act as 
treasuier of the district In the pro- 
posed Fox valley district, this would 
be the treasurer of the city of Apple- 
ton. He would receive such addition- 
al compensation for his work as is 
fixed by the sewerage commission. 
He must furnish additional bonds in 
the amount required by the commis- 
sion and must keep the district .funds 
in a. special account to be paid out 
only origan order oof the commission, 
signed by the president and secre- 
tary. 


In order to set up a, district such 


as is planned in the -valley, it is nec- 
essary ~for a petition signed by five 
per cent, of the voters or by the own- 
ers of half the property, either in 
Acreage or assessed valuation -within 
the proposed territory, to be 
filed 


with the clerk of court In the county 
having jurisdiction. 
This petition 


shall set forth the proposed name of 
the district, the necessity for the pro- 
posed work, a general description of 
the territory to be included in the 
district, and a general outline of the 
proposed improvement. 
When the 


petitioners must file a bond sufficient 
to cover the costs connected with the 
proceedings. In lieu of the bond, any 
municipality or group of municipali- 
ties, may guarantee this payment. 


Order Hearing 


As soon as \he petition Is 
filed 


the court must set a date for hearing 
and he must publicly advertise the 
hearing at least three -"-eeks before 
it is to be held. He also must notify 
the clerk of each interested unit. 
Owners of-property "within the dis- 
trict or tfie governing body of any 
municipality in the district may file 
with the court his or then objections 
to the proposal 


If the court decides, after the hear- 


ing, that such a district should not 
be incorpoiated, he may dismiss the 
petition and tax the costs against the 
petitioners'. 
Any interested person 


then may, within 20 days, appeal the 
case to the supreme court, which tvill 
then review the case. If the court de- 
cides the district shall be formed, 
the costs will be paid-by the district, 
upon Its organization. 


After deciding that a district is to 


be formed the court appoints three 
commissioners, whose first 
terms 


shall be for one, two and three 
years After that the terms shall be 
for three years. The court also ap- 
points all successors and he may re- 
move a commissioner from office for 
cause after a notice and hearing." 
Members of the commission must live 
in the district. The commissions will 
be paid on a basis of $10 per day of 
eight hours and for actual time spent

in rendition of services and actual 
reasonable expenses. The compensa- 
tion and expense bills are subject to 
the approval of the court. 


Annually, under the law. the com- 


mission must prepare a complete re- 
port of its activities and efforts and 
file it with the court, the state boaid 
of-health, and with the governing 
bodies of all municipalities in the dis 
trict. 


The law gives the commission the 


power to plan, construct and main- 


tain sewer systems and sewage dis- 
posal plants. It also states that the 
commission may plan, construct and 
maintain sewers for the interception 
and disposal of storm water and that 
these sewers may be separate from 
the sanitary sewage system. 


"The commissioners shall have the 


powers and proceed as a common 
council and board of public -works m 
carrying out the duties mentioned in 
the last paragraph," the law says. 


This appai-ently gives the board 


the same powers to bond and tax the 
district as is possessed by a city 
council. 


Under the law the commissioners 
ha\e the power, if they'deem is de- 
sirable or they are petitioned to do 
so, to institute a court action, similar 
to the one necessarj for oisamzation 
of the district, to add any tenitoiy to 
the district. In heu of a petition the 
commissioneis themselves may ask 
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the court for a hearing- on any pro- 
posed addition. 


The commission has the power to 


employ and fix compensation for a 
chief engineer and assistants, clerics, 
employes, laborers and to do any 
such other things as may be neces- 
sary for the proper execution of their 
duties. 


Sewerage records of all municipali- 
ties are placed at the disposal of the 
commission under the law. The com- 
mission also must file with the clerk 
of each district plans for proposed 
new sewer lines or improvements on 
existing lines 


The commission also is given the 


po\\er to regulate the manner In 
which connections to its mam and in- 
tercepting: sewers may be made and 
to prohibit the dischaigte into its sew- 
ers of any liquid or solid \\aste deem- 
ed detrimental to the system. 


Municipalities in the district may 


not connect their sewers to the dis- 
trict lines until the commission has 


given its permission. This permission 
must be preceded by an investigation 
of the sewer system for which con- 
nection is sought. If tho s>stem is 
found defective the commission has 
the power to notify the municipalit.\ 
as to the changes and improvements 
that will be required befoie such con- 
nection shall be made. 


One provision of the law. \\hSch 
gives the commission taxing poweis, 
reads as follows: 


"The commissioners of the district 
shall, on or befoie the lust of Octo- 
ber each >ear, certify to the clerks 
of the several cities. Milages and 
towns having territorv in tho district 
the total amount of tax asw^t-ed 
against the propertv of eich munici- 
pality lying within the distuct. Upon 
receipts of said repoit the clerk of 
each municipality 
shill 
foithvMth 


place the s>nme upon the ti^ toll to 
be collected as other ti\e^. and Mich 
mone>s shall be paid to thv. tient-uier 
of such disUict "

Sown now they will be 
ready to harvest about September 1, 
before heavy fall rains or frost. 


Soy beans are far better than mil. 


let because they are a legume anc 
furnish hay richer In protein than 
millet, in fact, fuly as rich as alfal- 
fa. In yield, too, they aie -\ery satis- 
factory for an emergency crop. 
The 


right varieties properly planted in a 
good seed bed usually jield from two 
to two and a half tons of hay per 
acre. 


As to varieties, the Manchus, Dun 


kirk, Midwest, and Hollybrook al 
have given very satisfactory results 
m our county. Ito San may do on a 
fertile soil with plenty of moisture 
but under most conditions Is apt to 
grow rather short. The early Blacl 
also is too short for us to use as hay 


By proper planting we mean fair 


ly shallow planting m a well prepar 
ed seed bed free of weeds. 
When 


planted more than 1-J to 2 Inches 
deep soy beans don't come very wel 
and make a poor stand. 


Inoculation of the seed also is Inv 


portant. It Is said by crop exports to 
be good insurance for good growth 
and high protein content

binations to Use to

plant Hay

Having in mind a prospective 


shortage of hay this season on some 
farms of northeastern 
Wisconsin, 


Prof. E. J. Delwiche, agronomist of 
the- college of agriculture, suggests 
several emergency hay crops that 
yield well and supply feed e<ixial to 
red clover. 


Soybeans and oats mixed about 


half and half by measure and so-s\n 
at the rate of two bushels per acre, is 
an excellent combination to sow early 
in June, sajs Dehiiche. Sow with a 
grain drill, cover the seed well, and 
see that the mixture is kept at the 
right proportion while seeding. Let 
the land be well worked and properly 
firmed with a roller or cultipacker 
before- planting. The soy bean seed 
should be carefully inoculated T\ith a 
reliable soybean, culture. The inocula- 
tion matter is very important and 
should not be slighted. 


Varieties to sow are; for soybeans 


Manchu, Ito San, Black E\ e Brow or 
other varieties suited to the locality 
Good oats for the combination aie 
Forwards, Ped. No. 1. or other late 
kinds. 


"Cut the mixture for hav when the 


oats are well headed," advises Del- 


wlche. "Cure as you would other hay. 
With this hay mixture, yields of two 
to three tons o£ cured hay have been 
secured. Chemical testa showed the 
feeding value of this hay equal or 
higher than red clo\ er. 


"Soybeans sown alone, even as late 


as June 15. make a very good hay 
with a feeding- value equal to alfalfa. 
If sown in drills, 24 to 36 inches 
aparr, 25 to SO pounds of seed is 
enough. If sown In solU1 drills like 
peas 75 to 100 pounds of seed should 
be used. 


Sudan Grass is a warm weather 


crop that often produces big crops 
of hay. It is very tender to frost. 
Combined with soy beans, sowing 10 
pounds to SO pounds of soj. beans per 
acre, it makes a very good hay. The 
soy beans make the protein content 
of the hay higher." 


"Oats and peas make good hay." 


says Delwiche, but should be sown 
early as peas do not stand the heat 
as well as so\ boans.

Steel and rail shares were particu- 


larly weak, and the general list de- 
clined 1 to more than 4 points to a 
new low for the bear market, al- 
though selling was in light volume. 


The weekly steel trade reviews re- 


ported further slackening of output 
and TJ. S. Steel common dropped 4 
points to a new S-year low around 91. 
Miscellaneous issues losing 2 to more 
than 4 points included American 
Telephone, American Can, American 
Smelting, Eastman, Bethlehem Steel, 
lJupont, New York Central, Santa Fe, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and New Haven. 
The market turned upward for a few 
minutes in the first hour, but there- 
after slid almost steadily lower. 


The opinion expressed by Thomas 


W. Lament, of J. P..Morgan and Co. 
at the national foreign trade council 
that current pessimism is being car- 
ried to unreasonable extremes, is one 
•widely held in high banking quarters. 
That the steady decline in sharp val- 
ues has represented real liquidation 
more than bear selling is s. prevalent 
belief. It is also felt that it represents 
in a, substantial measure needless 
pulling of' securities out of strong 
boxes and dumping them upon the 
market by flighty investors. 


The statement made at the "White 


House that the president and his ad- 
visers now find many favorable fac- 
tors in the economic 'situation left 
the stock market cool, in view o£ the 
rather arid showing 
made by the 


midweek business statistics. It has 
been repeatedly pointed out, how- 
ever, that surface indications 
at 


this season are normally 
unfavor- 


able. 


The fresh selling of the rail shares 


may have reflected some disappoint- 
ment that the interstate commerce 
commission has refused to make the 
first official move in the campaign 
for an upward revision 
of freight 


rates. There had been no general ex- 
pectation, however, that 
the com- 


msision would take the initial step, 
and the fact that the first. 32 rail- 
roads reporting April net operating 
income showed 
a 
shrinkage 
of 


roughly one-third 
from April, 1930, 


against a loss of only one fourth in 
March, was perhaps more discourag- 
ing. The slashing of rail dividends 
continues, Pere Marquette omitting 
its quarterly payment of $1.50. 


President Farrell 
of TJ. S. Steel 


said at the foreign trade gathering 
that an upturn in commodity prices 
was required as an impetus to trade. 
A crumb of comfort was, therefore, 
gleaned from Standard 
Statistics 


Co's. monthly commodity survey, ap- 
pearing today, which saw no imme- 
diate sign of a momentary change 
in trend, but found that "conditions

As good a measure as. we have is 


the market price of U. S. Govern- 
ment bonds and notes. 
There was 


a brief period just after the war 
when government securities gave 5 
•per cent and over. It is quite dif- 
ferent now when only a little over 
3 per cent is to be had on the longer 
maturities and much less than-that 
or. those of short term. Or, take the 
case of the highest grade of railroad 


mortgages, Atchison General 4s sell- 
ing today above par sold at. a dis- 
count of 12 points only six years 
ago. A stock or bond that yields 
0 per cent now carries a higher 
measure of risk than the same re- 
turn would have indicated then. 


Because of changed conditions in 


the field of transportation, however, 
railroad issues are not as 
exact 


measures of yield conditions as are 
the best of public utility bonds. Tak- 
ing the last named group as a class 
the extent of the risk, and there is 
visk in all investments, varies direct- 
ly with the spread between the yield 


the prime utility bonds slve and that 
on the security in 
question. 
Of 


course even this rule cannot be ap- 
plied 
without discrimination. 
It 


Holds true most uniformly wth se: 
curities when are widely known and 
which have an active market: Some- 
times a local investment will give 
you a higher return than the aver- 
age in its grade because investors 
generally are not acquainted with its 
merits. Such holdings .have the dis- 
advantage of not being easily dis- 
posed of but they do often increase 


income without detracting from the 
safety factor. 


It only remains to say 'that as 
matters stand 
today when more 


than 5 per cent -is to be had on a 
mortgage bond the reason should be 
examined before the commitment is 
made and when more than 5J per 
cent is offered on a debenture issue 
there should be a similar investiga- 
tion.
